next. She is a small bit of femin- 
inity weighing about 100 pounds, 
and'is not more than 32 years of age, 
she had an arch expression _on her 
countenance as she sat beside her 
counsel in the Court and heard her 
character discussed by the facetious 
attorney for the defense. She has a 
small fiiee,6omewhafc chubby,a small, 
delicate nose, a little mouth, with 
rsd lips, und over all sparkles a pair 
of knowing gray eyes. 
She fre- 


quently prompted her counsel on 
intricate points, occasionally smiling 
good-humoredly at some of the op- 
posing counsel's sallies of legal writ, 
and told her story in a straightfor- 
ward way, with a clear, unhesitating 
voice. When on the stand, her an- 
b\vers were so torso as to stagger the 
attorney for the defense, and her 
cross-examination was particularly 
lucid. 


THEY MET BS CHAXCE. 


She said sho met young Carr at one 
of Mr. Hammond's meetings, where 
site had first exhorted him to come 
forward and get religion. 
White 


became acquainted with him the 
same evening, in a like manner. 
Mr. White, she saict, was in the 
habit of inviting gentlemen to theii 
house, for the purpose of holding 
heavenly converse, and young Carr 
was among them. The witness re- 
•viewed some of the testimony of Mr. 
White, ana said that the evening on 
which White came home late_, and 
had to bang around an hour before 
he couid get in. as he stated, he only 
rapped at the floor once, when he 
was admitted. She had made no re- 
mark to Bhoda Phillips that "it 
would havo been dreadful" if White 
had met Carr on that evening, for 
she thought he would loot upon the 
voung man's call in the proper light, 
and had not the slightest idea thai, 
he had grown suspicious. Kegard- 
ing the Stockton minister with whom 
she had been chaiged with flirting, 
she said White had invited a mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian Synod from 
Stockton to stop at their house while 
the Synod was in session. She had 
been out riding with him once or 
twice, but had never flirted with 
him. or told anybody that she had. 
THIS MISISTEK WAS SMdHILY. IN- 


CLINED 


To be complimentary, and perhaps 
would not have been slow to flirt if 
he had been encouraged, for lie was 
witty and indulged in many humor- 
ous compliments. There were other 
clergymen 
who stopped at the 


house, but with none had she ever 
flirted. She related the story of her 
attendance at the Carr serenade. On 
that evening White had been very 
rude to her, from the time she had 
asked him to go with her until they 
returned, home. 
He seemed to be 


very jealous during the progress of 
tlie Professor's speech, and when 
they returned home he left the house 
without bidding her good-by, which 
made her very unhappy. 
She had 


then made the remark that she could 
stand his rudeness and jealousy no 
longer. 
It was then that she wrote 


a letter upbraiding him for his con- 
duct. She had never told White or 


blear eyes, and was an old maid. 
After the proceedings in her divorce 
had been commenced, White told 
her that he would let the case go by 
default if she would consent to & 
one-sided proposition for the settle- 
ment of the property, askinghernot 
to tell her counsel, bhe refused to 
do this, when Mr. White said he was 
going to Sacramento. 


TO KILL YOUNG OABIi, 


Which event would show the world 
that she had committed adultery, as 
a man must have a great grievance 
to take such a desperate remedy. He 
then cave her a picture and left. The 
next day ho assaulted Carr in Sacra- 
mento. ' She had never told the girl 
Phillips that sho loved Carr better 
than her husband, nor that _ most 
young men were more affectionate 
than that young gentleman. There 
were many other 
statements in 


Wnite's testimony which the wit- 
ness denied in Mo, as well as the 
whole of Ehoda Phillips' story say- 
ing that the statement that she 
feared White would commit suicide 
was a pure fabrication. She had 
never told Ehoda that she would 
elope if the trouble was to be gone 
over again, but the girl had always 
sympathized with her in her troubles, 
and expressed considerable disgust 
at the conduct of White on several 
occasions. 


THE HUSBAND'S JEALOUSY. 


On her cross-examination Mrs. 


White merely clinched her former 
assertions in many respects, and de- 
tailed several instances ot White's 
rudeness and intolerance after she 
became aware that he was jealous of 
Carr. At the serenade to Professor 
Carr his conduct was violent and un- 
gentlemanly, and he continually ex- 
pressed his wish to go homo, anil in- 
timated suspicions that she had de- 
sired to go simply to see John Carr. 
Once she had asked him to move up 
nearer to the speaker, winch he 
rudely refused to do. She then 
asked him, when he said he wanted 
to go home, if she could not lemam 
with some friends, but he made no 
reply. It was when they reached 
home after this that she told White 
ahe could brook his ciuolty no 
longer. It was on the 22d of Octo- 
ber, two days nfter Carr's father had 
been elected Superintendent of In- 
struction, that White first began to 
manifest his jealousy. She thought 
she had asked White several times 
after the appearance of the green- 
eyed monster to see Carr, but had 
never said to him or anybody else 
that she would die if he did not per- 
mit her to interview the young man. 
He had neglected her personally, 
but always provided for her imme- 
diate wants, and she thought now 
that instead of being jealous his 
mmd was on somebody else. 


NOT A BIT JEALOUS. 


Mr. Campbell—Then you are a 


little jealous? 


Mrs. White—Not a bit. I am 


perfectly willing he should have any 
lady he likes, if he can get her, and 
if she will have him. 
(A smile in 


Court.) 


The witness continued by stating 


that White had threatened once to 
shoot lier, and also her sister, be- 
sides threatening to kill young Carr. 
He was always saying he was going 
to shoot somebody, and at one time 
•was going to assassinate her lawyer. 
The defendant's attorney hers re- 
marked that this would have been 
very bad, and the opposing counsel 
said that White had actually entered 
his office once with a loaded cane, 
but he was not frightened in the 
least. His reckless bravery cieated 
a laugh, vvhicli was heightened into 
a loud guffaw when the witness said 
that White had once told her, in one 
of his fits of exasperation, that he 
would sL.oot Judge Wheeler if he 
did not conduct himself properly in 
future. She had always entertained
